But After a Conference the Difficulty is 
Settted, 

New York, December 23.—Eleven branches 
of the Brooklyn City railroad tied up this 
morning at 4 o'clock and the men went on a 
strike. The cause of the strike is that the 
company refused to agree to the demands of the 
men, as set forth in an agreement for signature 
of the company by a committee of the 
men. The knights claim that the men are 
forced to work sixteen hours and over, and 
some as low as for twenty-nine cents. This, 
President Lewis says is an outrageous untruth. 
Though the knights violated the agreement of 
last spring, the company has maintained good 
fuiih with its men and not aman on the 
straight run or tripper, worked more than 
twelve hoursa day. Regular men were also 
not paid less than two dollars a day and trip- 
pers one dollar and a half. 

About § o'clock twenty-five of the old driv- 
ers and conductors retured*te work without 
solicitation from the company. They were at 
once assioned to cars, and by 9 o’cloek about a 
dozen cars Were running on the various lines. 
Soon after ascore of new men were hired and 
sent out to the stables. All the stables of the’ 
company were put udder police protection 
about 5 o'clock. No policemen were put on 
apy of the cars save those running out to east 
New York, and then only from Bedford ave- 
nne on. In east New York a car was attacked 
by five of the strikers, who unhooked the team 
but were prevented fom doing any further 
damage by their prompt arrest by the police. 

“ast New York is the only place that the pres- 
ident expects any trouble, and extra precau- 
tions are being taken there. 

it was evident at about “noon that there was 
likely to be serions trouble on the lines of the 
Brookiyn City railroad, and the police were 
called upon to protect a car which the com- 
pany desired tostart ont from the depot at 
Greenwood, and Captain Boe and several offi- 
cers went to the scene, and mounting te 
platform the car was started. It got only a 
block on its journey when a mob took the 
horses from the car and ran the car back into 
depot. The police were unable to resist the 
men. Acarat Halsey street and Tompkins 
avenue was overturned and the driver and 
conductor assaulted by the mob. The police 
attempted to interfere but were overpowered, 
and the reserves were called upon to aid them. 
A car was hoisted from the track at Fulton and 
New York avenues, and the policecalled upon 
here also. The driver and conductor, who were 
“scabs,” were assaulted. Obstructions have 
been placed upon the tracks, and it looks as 
thongh there would be even more serious trou- 
ble if the company persists in their attempt to 
run their ears. 

The strike of the employes of the Brooklyn 
city roads ended tonight. The company re- 
fuses to give any information as to the terms 
of setilement, but it is thought they have ac- 
ceded to the demands of the men.

A Strange Freak of Nature---A Negro Lily 
White. 

IOWELL, Mich., December 23.—Mrs. Jacob 
Eeldridve, Howell’s strange freak of nature, an 
old eolored woman who has been gradually 
turning white for several years, died here yes- 
terday. She has been ijl for several months. 
but it is not thought thatthe peculiarly strange 
change in color which she underwent had any- 
thing to do with herillness.

MINNEAPOLIS, December 23. — About 10 
o'clock last evening three men drove up in 
front of the large jewelry store of J. H. Elliott, 
corner of Nicolett avenne and Third street.

CHURCHILL'S ACTION 


CAUSES GREAT EXCITEMENT AND 
MUCH COMMENT. 


Lord Randolph Churehil] Says He Resigned After 
Due Deliberation and Not from tll Temper— 
The frish Jubilant—Hartington to be 
Offered a Position in the Cabinet, 


#{ Lonpon, December 23.—The resignation o 
Lord Randolph Ghurchill from the cabinet has 
caused a sensation. Desires to increase the 
expenses of the admiralty and war office, to 
which Lord Randolph was opposed, indicates 
itis believed, that the government are of the 
opinion that an European war is imminent and 
that extra naval and military preparations. on 
the part of England-are required to make her 
influence felt on the continent. 

The Conservative and Carlton clubs received 
the announcement of Lord Randolph Church- 
ill’s resignation with surprise and regret. 

The St. James Gazette says that if financial 
reasons explain Lord Randolph Churehill’s 
resignation from the cabinet, there is nothing 
to be said except that there is not much to be 
deplored; but if the local government bill was 
the cause, then the government has grievously 
erred. 

The Echo says it believes that Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s resignation w® due to an essential 
divergence of opinion with the rest of the cab- 
inet. Unless, says that paper, Lord Randolph 
gives better reasons for his action than that of 
financial differences with his colleagues, he 
will be unable te repel hostile criticism of his 
course. in 

The Evening News says that patriots are 
beth pained and surprised. Itasks Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill to justify his course, warning 
him that if he does not his name will never be 
heard hereafter without exciting exasperation. 

The Globe says it would be difficult for the 
warmest admirers of Lord Randolph Churchill 
to vindicate his step. 

The Pall Mall Gazette declares that it will be 
impossible for Lord Salisbury to govern unless 


‘Lord Hartington steps into the breach. It 


says it is impossible to conceive of any hy- 
pothesis upon which Lord Hartington could 
defend, morally or politically, a refusal to ac- 
cept the post which Lord Randolph Churchill 
has vacated. 

Joseph Chamberlain has deferred his contem- 
plated visit to Seotland until the Easter holi- 
days. No other member of the cabinet iu ex- 
pected to resign. Itisreported that Harting- 
ten will be asked to assume the office of prime 
minister, On the other hand itis asserted that 
he will be pressed to take Lord: Randolph 
Churchill's place as leader of the government 
party inthe house of commons. Hartington 
is*at present in Rome, and has arranged to re- 
main there another week. 

Lerd Randolph Churchill, in an interview 
today, said his health was better than it had 
been for months past. His decision to retire, 
he said, was the result of due deliberation, and 
arose from no ill temper or weariness of office. 
Lord Randolph has abandoned his contemplated 
visit to Ireland. 

Lord Hartington will return to London im- 
mediately, and until he arrives the marquis of 
Salisbury will remain quiescent. It is thought 
improbable that Lord Hartington will accept 
the office, as Mr. Chamberlam and a majority of 
unionist leaders object to his so doing; on the 
other hand, it is learned from a reliable source 
that the queen-yill usé the utmost pressure 
to induce him téjoin the ministry and become 
the conservative leader in the house of com- 
mons, believing that he alone: can neutralize 
the «ffect of Lord Randolph Churchill’s course. 
It Lord Hartington refuses to take oflice, the 
einscrvatives favor Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach resuming the duties of 
Chancellor of the iexchequer, 
and the appointment of Right Hon. Edward 
Stanhope, present colonial secretary, to the 
Trish chief secretaryship. 

Lord Salisbury had a long conference today 
with Right Hon. W. H. Smith, secretary of 
state for war, and Sir Frederick Ponsonby. 
The prime minister, returned to the Hatfield 
house this evening. 

The queen summoned Lord Raudolph and 
Lord George Hamilton, first lord of the admi- 
ralty, to Windsor on Tuesday. Failing to re- 
concile Lord Randolph to the cabinet’s views. 
the queen gave him time to consider the points 
at issue. Lord Salisbury was aware of Lord 
Randoiph’s decision yesterday morning,and the 
matter wes whispered at a ball given at Hat- 
field house lastevening. Lord Randolph’s pre- 
mature divulgence of his decision to the Times 
is considered a breach of faith. 

Mr. Chamberlain made a speech at a private 
meeting of the Birmingham liberal council 
last evening. He said that the politieal situa- 
tion was an extraordinary and critical one. 
it had totally changed within twenty-four 
hours. He continued: 

: often differed with Lord Ran- 
colph Churchill, | have never failed to do justice 
to his great ability and quick appreciation of pub 
lic sentiment. Though reared in old toryisme he 

as repeatedly risen superior to it, and his position 
in the present government was a guarantee to me 
(hat they would not pursue a reactionary policy. 

Churchili’s recent speeches displayed liberal prin- 
iples upon the most important questions, His 
‘csicnation is a very significant announcement 

secms that the old tory influence has gained the 

hand. The keynote of Churchill's policy 
ruaintain an alliance with unionists. ! 
perhaps the tories had grown wise by 
¢ and were prepared to govern in a lib 
pirit. if they have abandoned that intention, 
rd Salisbury must be prepared to face the con- 
jvences. Gentlemen, in view of this startling 
change, lask myself what are the Gladstonians go. 
ing todo? Itseemsto methey havea great and 
perhaps finalopportunity. We liberals agree upon 
ninety-nine points and disagree upon only one 
oint. Even upon frish matters, when I look into 
the thing ] am more surprised at the number of 
points whereon we are agreed than at the remain- 
der. upon which, for the present, we must be con- 
tent to differ. My opposition to Glad- 
siones bill has been grossly misrepresented. 
I neve! said that I was opposed 
to the great land scheme. I opposed the Gladstone 
bill mainly upon two grounds, First, I believed it 
would involve a loss «he British taxpayer ought 
not to bear; second, I was not prepared to do any- 
ting preludingan arrangement to make Ireland 
practically independent. It is one thing to use all 
resources of state to benefit your fellow-citizens.

Railroad Scooped. i 

An interesting rumor affecting the. East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia sailtoad wes 
afloat in the eity yesterday. 

Readers of THe Constitction will remember 
that a telegram printed some time ago announced 
the attempt of the Norfolk and Western rafiroad 
company tO gain conttol of the East ‘Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia. Officers of both cou panies 
admitted that megotiations looking. to that edd 
were in progress. It was rumoréd yesterday that 
the negotiations had been closed, and 
Norfolk and Western would assume the control of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia on the 
15th of January, 1587, 

While making an effort to verity the rumor, a 
CONSTITUTION reporter found a railroad man who 

rofessed to know all about it. * 
be How much truth isin the rumor?’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘As much asthereis in truth itself. *The Nor- 

olk and Western obtained the control of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia more than two 
weeks ago. Yon know raitroa mane are yb § 
reticent. Those in charge of the Norfolk 
Western are no exceptions. They were not 

to make their plans public and they theretore kept 
their own counsel.” 

‘Did the Norfolk and Western purchase the East 
Tenn essee, Virginia and Georgia ’”’ 

“Technically, no; really, yes. The Norfolk and 
Western bought securities which carried with 
the control of the Fast Tennessee, Virginia 
Georgia. The trade amounted to a purchase of 
roed itself. Iam not fully acquainted with the dé 
tails of the trade, but I am certain that it has 
made. Before the middle of February row will sée 
gr eat Changes on the East Tennessee, Virginia 

eOrgia.”’ 

“What will be the nature of the chanves?” 

“The most notable relates to Mr. Fink, who lias 
£0 long carried the East Tennessee, Virginia ame 
Georgia around in his yest pocket. He will retize 
from the management of the road and will go to 
Europe. I don’t know what he will do there, bat TI 
have been told hewill take charge of a railroad in 
Germany and manage it according to the Americau 
plan. Other prominent officers of the road will 
also retire. In fact, it is understood that a clean 
sweep will be made,”’ 

“Tiow about the policy of the road?” 

‘That is a matter of much interest to Georgia. 
New York, as you are aware, is the grand center of 
raiiroad interests in the eastern, or Atlantic, states. 
Nearly all the roads in these states are controlled 
by New York capitalists. Naturally, they wish to 
draw traffic towards New York. Carrying out this 
idea, the Norfolk and Western wil! do all it cam & 
draw traftic to Norfolk, its own seaport. Bruns- 
wick will be given the cold shoulder. It will be 
the same old story: Cheap rates to Norfolk, high 
rates to Brunswick or any other Georgia seaport. 
The road will simply be a link in a great through 
line from the south to New York.” 

“Will the road be placed in better condition?’ 

“While in New York a few days ago I was told 
that the earnings of the road would be devoted te 
that purpose until its condition was equal to that 
of the bestroad in thecountry. It is intended that 
the entire line shall be rock ballasted, and that 
curves shall be reduced and trestles removed. I 
was also told that substantial depots would be 
built at all important stations. The rolling stock 
will be carefully overhauled and new engines and 
cars will take the places of those that are old and 
wornout. The most rigid discipline among theem- 
ployes will be maintained, to the end that great 
efficiency and safety may be attaincd. Partof the 
plan is to shorten the divisions, so that the superin- 
tendents will have less territory to overlook.”” 

The statements contained in the foregoing inter- 
view were rehearsed to another wel! informed rail- 
road man. 

“The rumor is plausible,” he said,. “for isan 
open secretin New York that Mr. Fink intends to 
go to Germany to assume the management of a 
railroad. It wasthought some time ago that the 
Richmond and Danyille had secured the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia, but it was a mistake. 
I think there isno doubt but that the Norfolk and 
Western has obtained the control of the road. If I 
am not mistaken the rumored change in its mat 
agement will be found to be true—a clean sweep of 
present officials will be made. The change will be 
made, not because present officials are incompetent, 
but simply because the yreee ag of the Norfolk 
and Western will have friendstoreward. Next

4n Excitin hace From Memphis to At- 
lanta. 


The annual holiday excursion from Arkansas 
and Texas into Tennessee, Georgia and the Caro- 
linas has become quite aneventinthe west. The. 
Southern Passenger association authorized 
reduced rates for the recent excursion, and Woth 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad and the joint McKenzie, and the Western 
and Atlantic lines worked vigorously to induce the 
excursionists to come by their trains. Each ¢om 
pany had extra agents sent west of the Mississippi 
to work up the business. 

The excursion trains bringing the passengers for 
the rival lines arrived at Memphis together. The 
train via the Memphis and Charleston and East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroads left 
Memphis one hour and forty minutes ahead of 
the excursion train which came yia McKenzie 
and the Western and Atlantic. The former train 
Pad an advantage in distance, the Memphis and 
Charleston being seventy-two miles shorter from 
Memphis to Chattanooga, and the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia being fourteen miles longer 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta, leaving a net differ- 
ence of fifty-eight miles in favor of the train via the 
Memphis and Charleston. 

Both roeds had special schedules and carried 
throngs of people. The Memphis and Charleston 
distributed lis excursionists at pointsin Tennessee, 
Mississippi ana Alabama; but brougiat quitea num, 
ber to Chattanooga for that place and points 
beyond, The Mekenzie line train brought the ex- 
cursionists to Nashville, Chattanooga and poipts 
beyond. From Chattanooga south there remained 
about one hundred and fifty to come via the Wes- 
iern and Atlantic and nearly one hundred to come 
via the East Tennessee line. 

The Kast Tennessee train Ieft Chattanooga abont 
an hour ahead of the Western and Atlantic train, 
but the latter overtook it just belew Dalton, 
The two roads here run parallel 
for five and one-half miles, and there was an ex- 
citing race between the two which resnited in the 
Western and Atlantic leaving the East Tennessee 
train behind, 

The Western and Atlantic train reached the 
union depot in Atlanta at 6:50 Wednesday morning, 
and the East Tennessee train arrived at about half 
past eight. There was great rivalry between the 
two lines, and the Western and Atlantic and MeKen- 
zie boys are deing some good-humored crowing 
over their competitors.

A citizen of that 
county, whdése name the writer cannot now 
call to memory, found a roll of money, which, 
in value, approximated $1,500. He advertised 
for the owner in the public gazettes in his own 
aud adjoining counties, at intervals along, for 
quitea period.

Two Famous Rebellions, 

Subscriber, Red Oak, Texas: Please give me 
some factsabout the colonial rebellions of Clai- 
borne and Bacon. 

A part of the second section of the charter grant- 
ed to Cecil, Lord Baltimore, gave him the right to 
transport his colony to “a country hitherto uncul- 
tivated and partly occupied by savages.”’ As there 
were already setilements—one on Kent island, es- 
tablished by William Claiborne, and one by the 
Bwedes and Dutch—the defenders of the former (for 
there are many who believe he was an unjustiy 
persecuted man) claim that the gant was void and 
that Claiberne had a prior right, while his oppo- 
nents state thatthe station on Kent island could 
not reasonably Le claimed as rendering a ountry 
‘“cultivated.’”’ Claiborne asserted his independence 
of Calvert's grantand soughi by every meaus in 
his power to defeat the success of the virgin colony 
at St. Mary's, and aroused the fears and jealousies 
of the Indians by various implications, which 
Inanifestations were soon allayed when the ab- 
origines discovored the falsity of Clai- 
borne’s statements, Having failed in 
this attempt, the rebel fitted out an armed vesse!. 
under Lieutenant Warren, and met the colonists’ 
two armed boats, under Thomas Cornwallis, when 
Claiborne’s vessel was captured, and he sought 
safety im tight, seeking the protection of Governor 
Harvey, of Virginia, by whom he was sent to Fn- 
gland, with witnesses, for trial in 1635, The fol- 
lowers of Claiborne, believing in his suecess, re- 
sisted the processes and warrants of the civil courts, 
and they were only brought into subjection by a 
military forec, a bill of attainder befng passed 
against the rebel by which his property was contis- 
cated to the proprietary. Ciaiborne, afier a few 
rears, returned to Virginia and carried on his old 
schemes of aLnoyance. He united with Captain 
Richard Ingle, a pirate and rebel, the latter hover 
jug shout the settioment with an armed ship, and 
the two were finallys successful, campelling Gov- 
ernor Culvert to fly to Virginia, but near the ead of 
the year 146, with a military force, he surprised the 
enemy and once more took possession of the 
government. Claiborne afterward yuited with 
Dennett, and the two were appointed commis 
sioners to Virginia by the Cromwell parliament, 
When the proprietaryship was returned to Philip 
Caivert, “the evil genius of Maryland,” Claiborne 
returned to Virginia, where he continued to live a 

man of rome distinction, Ie finally met his death 
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in batile with the Indians, and was buried in the 
field, The struggle for popular liberty in Virginia 
was followed by what is known as ‘Bacon's re- 
Lellion.” The little village of Jamestown was 
destroyed by fire, and the people were in the full 
tide of snecess, when suddenly their leader, 
Nathaniel Bacon, sickened and died, leaving them 
without a commander, in 1676, Governor Berkeley 
caused twenty-two of the ringleaders to be hung: 
for this ernel and vindictive conduct he was re- 
called by the king, who exclaimed as he did so: 
“The old foo] has taken away more lives in that 
naked country then I for the murderof my father,”

Major William Anderson, of Vineville, is 
quite a stock fancier, When you mention anything 
about a horse, Bill Anderson is recognized &s an 
avithority, 1 rode ont with Captain John Giles, the 
other day, to see Major Anderson's stables. Captain 
Giles and Major Anderson are fast friends, and the 
captain delights in nothing more than to pay a visit 
to his friend’s stables and pass judgment on his 
stock, Old George, that’s Captain Giles’s pet mitle, 
jogged along, and we soon turned into the mouth 
of a lane that leads up to the stable yard,

The old mansion, built In the style. of the old 
southern home of half a century ago, sets , back 
from the broad and level street, and the ample 
vrounds in front are studded with ancient cedars 
andevergreens, with beds of old-time flowers aud 
clumps of shrubbery. It ia a typical southern gen- 
tleman’s home, and there is an air of hospitality 
and good cheer that hangs like*an odorous mist 
about the house and grounds, Bill Anderson, the 
proprietor, is a bluff and out-spoken gentleman, 
whose conversation, especially in regard to horses, 
is very interesting, Through the big gate we drove 
into the yard, and hitching George to a shade tree, 
we began to investigate. 


The first feature is the big cistern that holds ever 
so many gallons of water, caught from the eves 
and filtered by a new process, which makes it very 
palatable. Through folding doors we entered the 
massive brick structure wherein are ranged the 
stalls, the big oat bin, Mr. Cook, the trainer’s bed 
room, fitted up snugly, and a regular cosy den 
where men congregate to ‘‘talk horse’ and spend a 
quiet hour. There are some real handsome horses 
in the stalls. The first we examined is Captain 
Giles, a big strong horse that can step along well in 
harness, and melts off miles much faster than one 
might{suy pore from his looks. 


Local names predominate, for just/below isthe 
little, compactly built, darkish looking horse, cail- 
ed Captain Raoul. He isa fine animal, and can 
trot like a cutter when they get him onthe mile 
track at the park. There are other beauties whose 
names have escaped me, with pedigrees like the 
family trees of British aristocracy, and the queenly 
looking fibies arch their necks and look as co jnet- 
tish as young girls in the senior class of some female 
college. Like ther, these fuiure 
seem to feel that they are merely in probation until 
their perfected claims and matured attainments 
shall astonish a wondering world. 


As we went alorg Major Anderson expatiated on 


the merits of this, and deprecated the failings of 


this, and Captain Johu Giles punctuated his re- 
marks with a short ‘uh buh!’’ anda knowing nod 
of jthe head, occasionally slinging ina half grown 
joke to vary ihe discourse. About all I know about 
a horse is what] was taughtin the fourth reader, 
‘the horse is a noble animal,’ ete, ete. Anil 
know that a horse is nota cow. One strange thing 
is that a mare is a horse. and a horse is not a mare. 
Such things are, and I know they are, butl am not 
going io try tosay why. Nevertheless, I soon goi 
exceedingly interested in the horse talk. 


Out in the ericlosure back of the stable a hanc- 
some iron-gray gelding was prancing around, He 
is a beautiful horse, called Tom Howard. He holds 
his head erect, and his symmetrical body and 
sinewy legs showed, even to my unsophisticated 
eye, that he had blue blood in his veins. Sure 
enough, Major Anderson informed usthat he was 
a half brother of the celebrated Maud §., queen of 
the turf. He was made totrot alittle, just as he 
wasoverthe unevén ground, and the way he 
picked up his legs was a mystery. ‘‘He had rather 
trot than eat,’’ Major Anderson said, and I believe 
him. 

Miss Wilkes is a dark iron gray, a year and a half 
old, and she had been harnessed five times pre- 
vious to our visit. She is a littic beauty. Major 
Anderson said that a year ago that was the ugliest 
colt in Macon, and Mrs. Anderson as well as visit- 
yors vsed tosit and laugh at her by the hour. Mr. 
Cook harnessed ber to a light sulky and. took her 
out in the big road to show her paces, and the way 
she lifts her dainty feet is marvelous. She has at! 
the marks of a first class trotter, and Major Ander- 
son feels like she isa bonanza. Captain Giles said 
“It looks well. Wrap herup. I °will bet she’s a 
skimmer, Bill.”’ 

“T think in-that colt I have another Rose,”’ said 
Major Anderson, and this led me to ask about Rose.

Trom horses we drifted into chicken talk, and 
Major Anderson and Captain Giles both avered 
that the game chicken is heavier to his size, and of 
far superior flavor to the big breeds, Major Ander- 
son vows that the eggs are better, and Captain 
Giles agrees with him, and I intend to test the mat- 
ter when there come aby more eggs in the Macon 
market. Aftersome more talk we came back to 
Macon, and Captain Giles headed George for Giles- 
ville, and I came here to jot down my impressions, 
How do they impress you?
